The  Charter  of  Incorporation  for  the  Borough  of  Margate  was 
granted  on  the  29th  July,  1857,  since  when  four  Extension  Acts  and 
Orders  have  been  passed,  viz:-  1877,  1894,  1913  and  1935,  when  the 
increased  areas  were  respectively : -

The  Registrar^  estimated  population  mid-year  1969  is  given 
as  49,080. 

Physical  Features  and  General  Character  of  the  District 

Margate  is  situated  on  the  North-East  coast  of  Kent  in  the  Isle 
of  Thanet,  72  miles  from  London  and  16  miles  from  Canterbury. 

Climate,  Soil,  etc. 

The  climate  is  bracing  and  the  district  is  justly  recognised 
as  being  the  healthiest  in  England. 

The  East  end  of  the  town  is  built  between  two  valleys,  and 
Westbrook,  Westgate-on-Sea  and  Birchington  are  built  on  the  chalk 
formation,  and  owing  to  this  and  the  general  undulation  of  the 
ground  the  whole  town  is  exceptionally  favoured  as  regards  surface 
drainage. 

The  sea  front  is  nine  miles  in  length,  of  which  seven  are 
promenades. 

Birth  Rate 

The  number  of  births  registered  during  the  year  was  592  (281 
males  and  311  females) ,  and  of  this  total  4  were  still  births  (2 
males  and  2  females) .  There  were  87  illegitimate  births  (43  males 
and  44  females) . 

The  total  live  birth  rate  is  12.0  per  1,000  (adjusted  rate 
16.0  per  1,000)  and  the  rate  of  illegitimate  live  births  is  1.7 
per  1,000  estimated  population. 

The  above  figures  show  a  decrease  of  22  legitimate  live  births 
on  the  figures  for  1968,  and  a  decrease  of  7  in  the  number  of 
illegitimate  live  births. 
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Death  Rate 


The  number  of  deaths  registered  during  the  same  period  was  904 
(466  males  and  438  females) .  These  figures  are  reached  after 
deducting  deaths  of  persons  normally  resident  outside  the  town  and 
adding  the  deaths  of  persons  normally  resident  in  the  town  who  died 
outside  the  district. 

The  total  death  rate  is  18.4  per  1,000  (adjusted  rate  11=2  per 

1,000) . 

The  principal  causes  of  death  were

Malignant  Disease  213 
Cerebro-vascular  Disease  116 
Bronchitis  and  Emphysema  56

Amongst  accidents  under  the  heading  "All  other  accidents" 
there  were  4  male  and  10  female  deaths. 


It  is  noteworthy  that  all  the  10  females  sustained  their  fatal 
accidents  over  the  age  of  65  years.  These  probably  took  place  in 
the  home  and  possibly  could  have  been  prevented. 

Of  the  total  number  of  904  deaths  712  were  of  persons  aged 
65  years  and  over.

For  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales  the  live  births  registered 
exceeded  the  deaths  by  218,079  and  the  estimated  total  population, 
at  mid-year,  was  48,826,800  which  was  157,800  greater  than  the 
estimate  for  1968. 


Malignant  Disease 

This,  as  usual,  is  one  of  the  principal  causes  of  death. 

46  males  and  14  females  died  from  cancer  of  the  lung  or 
bronchus,  an  increase  of  19  on  1968  figures. 
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Infantile  Mortality 

Of  the  number  of  infants  who  died  under  the  age  of  one  year, 

7  were  males  and  7  were  females.  The  infantile  mortality  rate  is 
therefore  23.8  per  1,000  live  births. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  for  the  year  for  England  &  Wales 
was  18.0  per  1,000  live  births.

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GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE  AREA 


Maternity  and  Nursing  Homes: 

Section  187  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  provides  for  the 
registration  of  nursing  homes  and  maternity  homes. 

Under  the  Act  the  term  "Nursing  Home"  does  not  include  any 
hospital  or  premises  maintained  or  controlled  by  a  Government 
Department  Local  Authority,  or  by  any  other  body  or  persons 
constituted  by  Special  Act  of  Parliament  or  incorporated  by  Royal 
Charter. 


At  the  end  of  1969  there  were  6  nursing  homes  on  the  Register. 

No  Orders  were  made  during  the  year  refusing  registration. 
Laboratory  Facilities: 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  continues  to  carry  out 
pathological  and  bacteriological  work  for  the  Corporation  and 
medical  practitioners  in  the  town.  The  laboratory  is  under  the 
direction  of  Dr.  A.  L.  Furniss. 


The  examinations  undertaken  include  throat  swabs,  blood, 
sputum,  material  in  cases  of  food  poisoning,  etc. 


In  addition  to  the  above  there  is  a  pathological  laboratory 
at  the  Isle  of  Thanet  District  Hospital,  Margate  Wing,  St.  Peter ' s 
Road,  Margate, 

Ambulance  Facilities: 

The  Kent  County  Council  is  the  responsible  Authority  for  the 
provision  of  an  Ambulance  Service  throughout  the  County,  and  the 
Service  also  provides  for  the  carrying  of  both  walking  and  sitting 
cases.  Patients  can  be  moved  to  any  part  of  the  British  Isles. 


The  Ambulance  Station  is  situated  in  the  grounds  of  Haine 
Hospital  and  serves  the  needs  of  the  Thanet  area.  This  station 
operates  9  ambulances  and  10  sitting  case  cars.  All  ambulances 
are  equipped  with  radio-telephone  apparatus,  making  possible  the 
quick  diversion  of  ambulances  to  meet  emergencies,  and  also 
enabling  the  maximum  use  to  be  made  of  vehicles  during  each 
j  ourney .

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Home  Nursing: 

This  service  is  provided  free  by  the  Kent  County  Council. 
Except  in  cases  of  emergency  and  accident,  the  service  of  a  Home 
Nurse  is  available  only  by  authorisation  of  the  patient's  doctor. 

Domestic  Help  Service: 

The  Domestic  Help  Service  is  administered  by  the  Kent  County 
Council.  During  the  year  1969  approximately  503  cases  of  sick  and 
aged  persons  were  assisted,  this  number  included  3  lying-in  cases. 
There  were  approximately  37  Home  Helps  engaged  on  this  work.  The 
service  is  limited  to  the  performance  of  essential  domestic  help. 

* 

In  addition,  the  Kent  County  Council  administers  the 
following  services  which  are  run  in  conjunction  with  the  Domestic 
Help  Service 

( i)  Family  Care  Service 

This  service  is  provided  for  a  maximum  period  of 
three  months  where  the  mother  of  two  or  more 
children  is  absent  from  home  for  medical  or  domestic 
reasons.  During  1969,  two  such  cases  were  assisted. 

( ii)  Family  Welfare  Service 

This  is  a  service  provided  for  a  mother  who  needs 
advice  and  guidance  upon  all  aspects  of  household 
management  and  budgeting  and  care  of  children.  It 
is  a  free  service.  Supervisory  visits  are  made 
periodically  by  the  Area  Domestic  Help  Organiser  for 
five  years  from  the  commencement  of  the  service. 

During  the  year  there  were  no  cases  served. 

(iii)  Evening  Service 

This  service  is  provided  for  aged  persons  to 
ensure,  where  necessary,  they  are  made  safe  and 
comfortable  for  the  night.  During  the  year  there 
were  four  cases  served. 

( iv)  Night  Attendance  Service 

There  were  no  cases  of  aged  chronic  sick  persons 
provided  with  this  service  during  the  year. 


Chiropody : 

A  chiropody  service  for  old  aged  pensioners  is  operated  by 
Kent  County  Council.  This  service  is  available  for  men  over  65 
years  of  age  and  for  women  over  60  years  and  may  be  obtained  on 
application  to  the  District  Officer  at  Mortimer  House,  Hartsdown 
Road,  Margate.  Treatment  is  carried  out  at  the  Child  Welfare 
Centre,  College  Road,  Margate. 
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Health  Visiting  and  School  Health  Service: 

The  Kent  County  Council's  Health  Visiting  and  School  Health 
Service  continued  to  be  maintained  as  before  and  the  total  number 
of  Health  Visiting  staff  is  6. 

Family  Planning: 

The  Family  Planning  Association  Clinic  is  established  at  the 
Child  Welfare  Centre,  College  Road,  Margate.  With  the 
co-operation  of  the  Marriage  Guidance  Council,  a  Marriage  Guidance 
Counsellor  is  available  at  the  Centre. 

Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics: 


The  following  tables  give  some  particulars  of  the  various 
treatment  centres  and  clinics  operated  by  the  Kent  County  Council.

Venereal  Diseases: 


The  Medical  Officer-in-Charge  of  the  Special  Clinic  for 
„  Treatment  of  Venereal  Diseases  informs  me  that  during  the  year  1969, 
a  total  of  73  new  cases  from  Margate  were  treated,  i.e.,  2  syphilis, 
11  gonorrhoea  and  60  other  conditions. 


Infectious  Disease  Hospital  Accommodation: 


The  Infectious  Disease  Hospital  at  Haine  has  ample  ward  and 
cubicle  accommodation  for  all  types  of  serious  infectious  disease. 
It  has  also  been  found  possible  to  admit  cases  of  minor  infectious 
disease  when  various  circumstances  have  rendered  it  necessary  for 
the  patients  to  be  removed  to  hospital. 
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Arrangements  have  been  made  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board 
for  smallpox  patients  to  be  admitted  to  The  River  Hospitals  (Long 
Reach) ,  Dart ford,  Kent. 

Prevalence  of,  and  Control  over  Infectious  and  Other  Diseases: 

The  prevalence  of  infectious  disease  is  uniformly  distributed 
throughout  the  town.  This  is  due  to  the  fact  that  there  is  no 
large  industrial  area  or  congested  residential  area  confined  to 
any  one  district. 

Smallpox: 

No  cases  were  notified  during  the  year. 

Scarlet  Fever: 

There  were  15  cases  of  scarlet  fever,  8  amongst  school 
children.  The  disease  was  of  a  mild  type  generally.  There  were 
no  'return  cases'  during  the  year. 

Diphtheria : 

No  cases  were  notified  during  the  year. 

Enteric  Group: 

One  case  was  notified  during  the  year. 

Meningococcal  Infection: 

One  case  was  notified  during  the  year. 

Encephalitis  (Post  Infectious) : 

One  case  was  notified  during  the  year. 

Poliomyelitis: 

No  cases  were  notified  during  the  year. 

Dysentery: 

Eight  cases  were  notified  during  the  year,  4  were  treated  in 
hospital.

Eleven  cases  were  notified  during  the  year,  all  were  treated 
at  home. 
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Erysipelas :

One  hundred  and  twenty-six  cases  were  notified  during  the 
year,  all  were  treated  at  home. 

Whooping  Cough: 

Four  cases  were  notified  during  the  year. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum: 

Two  cases  were  notified  during  the  year. 

Tuberculosis : 

There  were  12  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  1  case  of 
non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  notified  during  the  year.  There  was 
1  death  from  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis. 

It  was  not  found  necessary  to  take  any  action  under  the  Public 
Health  (Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925  and  no  action 
was  taken  under  Section  172  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

Scabies : 


Facilities  are  provided  for  treatment  of  cases  of  scabies  at 
the  Disinfecting  Station.  Treatment  can  be  carried  out  by  the 
Health  Visitors  and  the  patients'  clothing  and  bedding  can  also  be 
disinfected.

Water  Supply 

The  whole  of  the  Borough  of  Margate  is  within  the  statutory- 
water  supply  area  of  the  Thanet  Water  Board  set  up  by  the  provisions 
of  the  Kent  Water  Act  1955,  and  upon  which  Board  Margate  Borough 
Council  has  seven  representatives. 

Generally  speaking,  water  for  the  Borough  is  supplied  from  the 
Board's  Pumping  Station  at  Wingham,  fifteen  miles  south-west  from 
Margate,  and  Sparrow  Castle  Pumping  Station  near  Acol  in  Thanet. 

During  the  peak  summer  demand  Linksfield,  Tivoli  and  Dane  Pumping 
Stations  in  Margate  are  also  used.  All  sources  consist  of  wells 
and  adits  abstracting  water  from  the  underground  chalk,  the  only 
treatment  being  sterilisation  by  means  of  chlorine.  Occasionally, 
water  may  be  transferred  from  the  Board's  other  sources  in  its  area 
but  they  all  draw  water  from  the  same  geological  formation.  Water 
comsumption  in  the  Board's  area  varies  with  the  season  from  7  to 
13.5  million  gallons  per  day. 

The  sanitary  conditions  in  the  gathering  grounds  are  under 
constant  review  as  is  the  quality  of  the  water  which  is  subject 
to  frequent  bacteriological  and  chemical  examination.  The 
following  are  typical  analyses  of  the  water  and  all  samples 
delivered  into  supply  submitted  were  reported  by  the  laboratories 
as  of  high  organic  purity  and  considered  wholesome  and  suitable  for 
drinking  and  domestic  purposes.

During  the  year,  53  samples  of  water  were  taken  for 
bacteriological  analyses  and  29  for  chemical  analyses. 

In  July  the  water  supply  at  Queensdown  was  thoroughly  checked 
following  a  possibility  of  chemical  and  bacteriological 
contamination  from  foam  alleged  to  have  been  injected  into  the 
local  supply  by  a  fire  tender.  Drainage  of  the  system,  followed 
by  chemical  sterilisation  was  found  to  have  cleared  the  system  of 
any  contamination. 

The  water  supply  to  one  cottage  was  found  to  be  unsatisfactory 
during  the  Summer  months  but  reverted  to  normal  with  the  falling 
off  of  peak  demands.  The  matter  was  referred  to  the  Thanet  Water 
Board  who  are  planning  to  deal  with  this  matter  before  the 
commencement  of  the  season. 

With  the  exception  of  one  standpipe  serving  two  houses,  all 
the  20,550  dwellings  in  the  Borough  had  a  direct  water  supply. 

There  are  5  private  wells  actually  in  use  within  the  Borough, 
although  in  no  instance  is  the  water  used  for  domestic  purposes. 

2  wells  are  used  in  connection  with  dairying,  in  both  cases 
the  water  is  used  only  for  cleaning  or  cooling.  Swimming  baths  and 
ablutions  are  supplied  by  a  well,  chlorinated  at  source,  at  the 
Royal  School  for  Deaf  Children,  and  a  laundry  uses  its  well  for  water 
necessary  to  the  trade.  The  other  well  is  used  in  connection  with 
the  production  of  ice  for  commercial  purposes. 

Chemical  and  bacteriological  sampling  confirmed  the  water  as 
suitable  for  the  purpose  for  which  it  was  being  used  but  also  gave 
indication  of  no  great  pollution  of  subsoil  water. 

Swimming  Baths  and  Fools 

Apart  from  the  swimming  pools  made  by  the  retention  of  sea 
water  on  the  beach  itself,  there  was  one  public  swimming  pool  and 
at  the  commencement  of  the  season  a  pool  provided  by  a  hotel. 

However,  the  latter  closed  at  the  end  of  March. 

There  are  two  pools  used  by  Kent  Education  Committee  Schools, 
both  Garlinge  School  and  St.  Gregory’s  School  have  been  provided 
by  Parent/Teacher  Associations,  and  have  the  complete  unit  for 
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filtration  and  mechanical  chlorination.  One  pool  is  in  the 
precincts  of  the  Royal  School  for  Deaf  using  a  private  well  with 
water  chlorinated  at  source.  A  private  pool  in  the  grounds  of  a 
local  resident's  property  is  used  occasionally,  but  has  to  be  hand 
chlorinated.  There  is  a  pool  in  use  for  therapeutic  purposes  at 
Princess  Mary's  Hospital  where  water  is  filtered  and  chlorinated 
mechan ica lly . 

8  bacteriological  samples  were  taken  during  the  season  while 
the  pools  were  in  use.  All  samples  were  satisfactory. 

Coastal  Waters 


The  sampling  programme  for  coastal  waters  carried  out  in 
conjunction  with  the  feasibility  study  of  the  Greater  London 
Council  to  discharge  sludge  at  a  point  some  miles  off-shore  came 
to  an  end  in  September  when  their  survey  was  postponed  for  the 
time  being.  This  occasioned  some  disappointment  as  it  was 
considered  that  the  results  of  this  survey  were  still 
indeterminate. 

After  some  discussion  it  was  agreed  that  the  sampling 
programme  for  the  three  Thanet  towns  should  be  resumed  with  effect 
from  January,  1970,  but  with  some  modification.  The  number  of 
sampling  points  has  been  reduced,  in  the  case  of  Margate  from  8  to  5, 
and  sampling  is  to  take  place  on  alternate  fortnights,  that  is  on 
two  consecutive  Wednesdays  in  the  first  fortnight,  with  no  sampling 
during  the  following  fortnight,  repeating  on  two  consecutive 
Wednesdays  again  and  so  on  throughout  the  year.  In  this  manner  it 
is  expected  to  take  full  account  of  tide  changes.  Samples  will 
continue  to  be  examined  at  the  Greater  London  Council  laboratories 
and  the  Thanet  authorities  provided  with  the  results  of  these 
examinations. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

Margate  has  the  usual  difficult  problem  which  confronts  most 
seaside  resorts  of  heavy  seasonal  fluctuations  in  the  quantities 
of  refuse  to  be  collected  and  disposed  of  throughout  the  year. 

A  fleet  of  tipping  freighters  is  used  to  make  a  general  weekly 
collection  to  every  occupied  property,  with  more  frequent  calls  to 
serve  certain  large  establishments  which  produce  large  quantities 
of  refuse  during  the  summer  season.  Trade  refuse  is  collected 
upon  request,  or  at  regular  intervals,  depending  upon  the  type,  a 
charge  being  made  to  cover  the  cost  of  collection  but  not  for 
disposal. 

Salvage  operations  are  carried  out  during  collection  and 
disposal.  Waste  paper  and  cartons  are  collected  and  placed 
separately  in  the  freighter  trailers  and  are  sold  loose.  Metal 
is  separated  by  magnetic  pulley  belt  and  baled,  rags  and  bones,  etc. 
are  all  salvaged  at  the  plant.  The  income  from  the  sale  of  salvage 
is  set  against  the  costs  of  disposal  and  help  considerably  to  defray 
costs  of  this  service. 
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A  20  ton  capacity  weighbridge  is  situated  at  the  entrance  to 
the  Refuse  Destructor  and  records  are  kept  of  all  materials 
entering  and  leaving  the  plant,  thus  providing  an  important  part  of 
the  data  from  which  accurate  costs  are  computed.  Bearing  in  mind 
the  length  of  the  Borough  and  the  consequent  relatively  long 
journey  hauls  to  the  disposal  point  the  costs  of  collection  and 
disposal  indicate  that  the  work  is  effected  economically. 

The  nature  of  refuse  is  rapidly  changing  and  is  becoming  less 
dense  and  very  bulky  due,  no  doubt,  to  the  increased  standard  of 
living  and  the  change  in  food  and  goods  packaging  which  is  probably 
a  result  of  greater  public  interest  in  the  hygienic  presentation 
and  handling  of  foodstuffs  and  goods. 

The  bulkiness  of  the  present  refuse  produces  an  ever 
increasing  work  load  and  to  reduce  the  frequency  of  unloading  of 
freighters,  the  existing  refuse  freighters  are  being  replaced  by 
50  cubic  yard  compression  vehicles.  Full  conversion  should  be 
completed  in  1970. 

The  present  Refuse  Destructor  which  was  originally  built  in 
1912,  is  now  seriously  overloaded  and  incapable  of  dealing  with  the 
full  refuse  intake  from  the  Borough,  and  schemes  are  being 
prepared  to  provide  alternative  means  of  refuse  disposal,  possibly 
by  pulverisation. 

Until  an  alternative  method  of  treatment  and  additional 
tipping  space  is  available,  invaluable  assistance  has  been  given  by 
the  Ramsgate  Borough  Council  who  have  agreed  for  a  limited  period 
to  accept  a  proportion  of  Margate’s  refuse  in  their  controlled  tip 
at  Sandwich  Road. 

In  May  1969,  the  Thanet  Joint  Refuse  Disposal  Committee  was 
set  up  to  consider  the  arrangements  necessary  to  deal  with  the 
refuse  disposal  problem  in  the  Thanet  area  as  a  whole,  over  the 
next  twenty  years.  The  Local  Authorities  represented  on  the 
Committee  are  the  Boroughs  of  Margate,  Ramsgate  and  Sandwich,  the 
Urban  District  of  Broadstairs  &  St.  Peter’s,  and  the  Rural  District 
of  Eastry,  The  first  Chairman  of  the  Joint  Committee  is  Alderman 
E.  C.  Sheen. 

The  Joint  Committee  have  decided  to  investigate  the  provision 
of  a  pulverisation  plant  to  serve  the  Thanet  area.  They  have 
carried  out  inspections  of  suitable  plant,  and  have  made  planning 
application  for  the  use  of  a  site  at  Richborough  for  the 
installation  of  the  plant,  and  for  the  tipping  of  pulverised  refuse. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage 

The  first  sewerage  schemes  of  the  Borough  date  from 
approximately  1880  and  utilise  the  combined  system  of  drainage  in 
which  both  foul  sewage  and  surface  water  drainage  are  passed  in  the 
same  pipe  sewer. 
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The  districts  of  Westgate-on-Sea ,  Margate  Central  and 
Cliftonville  drain  eastwards  to  Foreness  Point  where  a  storage 
culvert  retains  the  sewage  for  discharge  through  the  Outfall 
Station  on  the  ebb  tide.  Two  outfall  sewers  of  30"  and  42" 
diameter  discharge  the  screened  and  macerated  sewage  approximately 
600  yards  from  the  shore  into  a  strong  north-easterly  current. 

Birchington  sewage  gravitates  westwards  to  the  sewage  works  at 
Plum  Pudding  Island  which  was  constructed  in  1929.  Here  the 
sewage  is  comminuted  before  passing  through  two  primary 
sedimentation  tanks  and  into  an  18"  diameter  sea  outfall  for 
discharge  approximately  570  yards  from  the  shore.  The  sea  outfall 
is  in  poor  condition.  During  adverse  tidal  conditions  the  treated 
sewage  is  stored  in  two  tidal  storage  tanks.  The  sedimented 
sewage  sludge  is  dried  on  open  clinker  beds  and  is  disposed  of  on 
the  land. 

Design  works  are  in  hand  for  a  major  relief  sewer  which  is 
required  from  the  termination  of  the  1963  extension  of  the  storage 
culvert  at  Wilderness  Hill  through  Margate  Central  to  Westgate-on-Sea, 
together  with  improvements  to  the  main  outfall  station  at  Foreness 
to  increase  the  rate  of  discharge  and  the  provision  of  an  outfall 
works  that  functions  effectively  during  storm  and  high  tide 
condition?. 

Home  Safety  * 

During  the  past  year  efforts  have  been  made  to  emphasise  to  the 
public  the  dangers  which  abound  in  the  home,  and  of  the  hazards  which 
cause  accidents,  other  than  road  accidents,  outside  of  the  home. 

In  February  a  'Safety'  stand  was  organised  at  the  Margate  Trades 
Exhibition  at  the  Winter  Gardens,  Margate,  by  the  Margate  Road  and 
Safety  Advisory  Committee.  The  stand  was  manned  during  the  whole  of 
the  time  that  the  Exhibition  was  open  to  the  public,  and  advice  was 
given  in  answer  to  many  queries  concerning  all  aspects  of  safety 
including  home  safety. 

Films  dealing  with  the  hazards  covered  by  Home  Safety  were 
shown  at  schools,  to  Associations,  etc.  during  the  period  under 
review.  These  included  films  on  accidental  poisoning,  safety  on 
railways  and  an  excellent  film  with  the  title  "Breathing  for  Others". 
This  is  an  instructional  film  on  the  methods  of  mouth  to  mough 
resuscitation  and  external  cardiac  compression  and  shows  clearly 
when  and  where  to  use  these  methods. 

A  Safety  Week  was  held  throughout  Thanet  between  the  14th  and 
19th  July,  1969.  Special  efforts  were  made  during  this  time  to 
make  the  public  conscious  of  the  need  to  exercise  great  care  at  all 
times  to  prevent  accidents.  Special  emphasis  was  placed  on  the 
dangers  of  fire  and  films  on  this  subject  were  shown  during  the 
week.  A  meeting  and  film  show  on  Industrial  and  Commercial  safety, 
to  which  all  the  major  industrial  and  commercial  organisations  in 
the  area  were  invited  to  send  representatives,  was  held  at 
Hilderstone,  Broadstairs.  Efforts  were  made  also  to  bring  to  the 
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notice  of  the  public  the  dangers  of  the  sea.  A  schools  "Safety 
poster  competition  was  held  and  a  display  of  the  excellent  entries 
received  was  mounted.  The  competition  was  judged  by  the  chairmen 
of  the  committees  dealing  with  safety.  The  winning  poster  in  the 
senior  class  showed  clearly  the  need  to  learn  the  new  colours  for 
electric  wiring  which  will  be  fitted  to  all  domestic  electric 
appliances  from  the  1st  July,  1970. 

On  the  approach  to  the  5th  November  and  the  Christmas  period 
the  dangers  to  be  encountered  at  those  particular  times  were 
stressed  by  means  of  items  in  the  press,  posters,  talks,  etc. 

The  national  campaign  for  the  prevention  of  firework  accidents  was 
very  successful  and  casualties  were  greatly  reduced  this  year. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Health  and  Housing  Committee  on  the 
18th  November,  1969,  the  following  motion  was  considered, 

"That  this  Council,  through  its  Health  and  Housing 
Committee,  examine  the  position  of  elderly 
residents  living  alone  within  the  Borough  and  methods 
in  which  their  welfare  and  health  may  be  kept  under 
constant  surveillance". 

The  motion  was  fully  discussed  and  it  was  decided  that  although 
this  problem  was  primarily  the  concern  of  the  county  authorities 
much  was  being  done  by  other  welfare  workers  and  every  effort  would 
be  made  to  encourage  and  support  these  efforts. 

The  National  Home  Safety  Conference  was  held  at  Folkestone  on 
the  5th  and  6th  November,  1969,  and  was  attended  by  the  Road  and 
Home  Safety  Officer  for  Margate.  The  Conference  was  opened  by 
Mr.  Merlyn  Rees,  M.P.,  Under  Secretary  of  State,  Home  Office.  He 
disclosed  that  the  annual  cost  for  treatment  of  home  accident 
casualties  as  in-patients  had  risen  to  13  million  pounds.  In  his 
presidential  address  the  Right  Hon.  Lord  Beeching  drew  attention  to 
the  need  for  more  money  to  be  made  available  for  the  promotion  of 
RoSPA  Home  Safety  activities.  He  described  the  expenditure  now 
permitted  as  trifling.  Some  excellent  papers,  from  which  much  was 
to  be  learned,  were  presented  at  the  Conference. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR. 

The  number  of  complaints  (939)  equalled  the  number  for  1968 
and  as  usual  many  were  about  matters  beyond  the  power  of  the 
Council  in  general  and  the  Health  Department  in  particular. 

79  visits  have  to  be  made  about  real  or  imaginary  nuisances 
from  noise  and/or  vibrations  usually  at  night.  The  places 
visited  were  about  machinery  in  factories,  vehicles  in  yards 
adjoining  factories,  the  playing  of  instruments  and  the  barking 
of  dogs. 

The  Housing  Act,  1969  involving  changes  in  the  Improvement 
Grant  procedure,  and  the  issue  of  Qualification  Certificates  had 
little  or  no  effect  until  December  when  a  large  number  of  enquiries 
werfe  made  and  approximately  100  application  forms  for  Qualification 
Certificates  were  sent  to  owners. 

HOUSING 

The  emphasis  continued  to  be  on  improvement  rather  than 
clearance  or  closure  and  the  two  following  categories  in 
particular  continued  to  receive  prior  attention. 

Houses  in  Multiple  Occupation 

There  were  about  430  such  houses,  some  very  large.  The 
number  brought  up  to  standard  was  less  than  in  1968  but  still 
appreciable.  No  formal  action  had  to  be  taken.  A  large 
number  were  used  for  Summer  letting  only  and  generally  these 
were  satisfactory. 

Although  there  is  still  a  small  need  for  1  and  2  roomed 
permanent  lettings,  they  are  not  suitable  for  families  with  children 
nor  are  they  suitable  for  elderly  people  because  of  the  stairs  and 
the  cost  of  space  heating  which  should  be  by  electricity  at  least 
on  the  upper  floors. 

Some  owners  converted  their  houses  into  self-contained  flats  and 
others  were  willing  to  do  so  but  were  prevented  by  the  structure 
(mezzanine  floors)  .

At  the  31st  December,  1969  there  were  748  applicants 
registered  on  the  Housing  List  of  which  660  were  deemed  non-urgent.

Except  during  the  Summer  season  most  of  the  milk  sold  was 
from  local  producers.  There  were  two  H.T.S.T.  plants  in  operation. 
The  plants  were  satisfactorily  and  efficiently  operated. 

60  samples  of  Pasteurised  milk  were  taken  and  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examination.  55  were  satisfactory  and  5  were  void 
owing  to  an  electricity  failure  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory.

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The  2  unsatisfactory  samples  were  due  to  wrong  techniques 
during  sterilisation  of  apparatus  and  utensils,  or  to  lengthy 
storage  once  the  container  had  been  opened.  In  each  case,  once 
the  flaw  in  procedure  had  been  pointed  out  and  acted  upon, 
satisfactory  results  were  obtained. 

There  were  22  local  manufacturers  in  the  Borough,  2  of  them 
had  pasteurising  plants,  the  other  20  used  the  "complete  cold  mix".

No  significant  changes  occurred  to  affect  pig  or  cow  keepers 
in  the  Borough,  but  as  in  the  previous  year,  incidents  nationally 
served  to  spot-light  the  importance  of  work  under  this  Act.

BIRD  NUISANCE 

Although  the  activities  of  feral  pigeons  remain  the  main 
cause  of  complaint  against  birds,  seagulls  and  starlings  have  now 
become  a  subject  of  complaint.  Quick  action  to  disperse  the 
invaders  before  nesting  starts  seems  to  be  the  most  effective  way 
of  preventing  a  build-up  of  birds. 

The  indiscriminate  feeding  of  birds  at  regular  times  is  a  big 
attraction  for  the  birds  and  is  deplored. 

PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949 

No  bait  was  eaten  when  wheatmeal  was  laid  in  176  inspection 
chambers  of  the  sewerage  system,  representing  10%  of  the  whole 
system. 

There  was  a  reduction  of  approximately  20%  of  confirmed 
infestations,  of  rats  but  it  is  too  early  to  know  whether  the 
routine  survey  of  certain  areas  of  the  town  is  the  reason  for  this 
decline  or  whether  it  is  a  phenomenon  not  linked  with  Public  Health 
activities.  This  pattern  of  fall  has  followed  the  trend  over  the 
past  3  years,  but  the  number  of  infestations  involving  mice  has 
not.  However,  this  may  be  due  to  some  infestations  of  mice  that

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METEOROLOGICAL  REPORT  FOR  1969. 


1.  SUNSHINE. 


Once  again  sunshine  hours  were  below  average  -  1571  compared 
with  1747.  April  had  the  best  comparison,  with  118%  of  average, 
and  December  the  worst  with  only  32%.  In  the  summer  months 
sunshine  was  generally  below  average,  but  October  and  November 
were  slightly  above. 

2 .  PRECIPITATION. 

(a)  Rainfall,  at  27.96  inches,  was  131%  of  average.  In  May, 
July  and  August,  rainfall  was  between  two  and  three  times  the 
average.  August  was  the  wettest  month  with  5%  inches,  of  which 
3%  inches  fell  in  36  hours,  on  the  14th/15th.  This  was  one  of 
the  wettest  summer  months  on  record.  On  the  other  hand  September 
and  October  were  exceptionally  dry,  with  only  one-third  of  an  inch 
in  each  month.  The  Meteorological  Office  report  that,  in  South 
East  England,  rainfall  has  not  been  lower  in  October  since  1784. 
This  was  followed  by  a  very  wet  November. 

(b)  Snow.  Very  severe  blizzards  on  several  dates  in 
February,  with  deep  drifting,  causing  much  road  trouble,  and  snow 
lying  for  about  a  week.  Some  light  snow  showers  in  November  and 
December . 

3.  FOG. 


Fog  was  recorded  on  10  days,  but  generally  cleared  quickly. 

4.  THUNDER. 


Thunder  was  recorded  on  19  days,  the  storms  in  May  and 
November  being  particularly  severe. 

5.  WIND. 

Winds  were  generally  from  the  prevailing  westerly  quarters. 
Gales  were  recorded  on  5  days. 

6 .  TEMPERATURE . 


Mean  monthly  temperatures  were  mostly  average,  except  in 
February  and  October,  when  the  means  were,  respectively,  4.6 
degrees  below,  and  4.1  degrees  above  average. 

July  16th  was  the  warmest  day,  with  86  degrees,  and  February 
8th  the  coldest  with  24  degrees.

7.  GENERAL. 

The  usual  returns  were  made  regularly  to  the  Meteorological 
Office,  Corporation  Officials.  Water  Board,  the  Press,  etc.  and  a 
number  of  enquiries  from  outside  sources  answered.  The  charts 
and  data  displayed  at  the  Weather  Station  continued  to  attract 
much  attention  from  residents  and  visitors. School  parties  visited 
the  Station  on  two  occasions  and  were  given  instruction  in  weather 
observation  and  recording. 

The  Station  again  suffered  from  the  depredation  of  vandals. 

On  January  8th  the  sunshine  sphere  and  grass  thermometer  were 
stolen,  and  the  1  ft.  earth  thermometer  smashed,  but  the  sphere 
was  subsequently  recovered.  Another  grass  thermometer  was 
smashed  on  the  1st  November.  Further  steps  have  been  taken  to 
increase  the  security,  but  it  is  difficult  to  ensure  complete 
protection. 

8.  MONTHLY  SUMMARY. 

January:  Exceptionally  dull  with  only  about  20  hours 

sunshine,  compared  with  average  of  54.  Average  rainfall.  Very 
cold  at  first,  followed  by  mild  spell. 

February:  Very  cold  and  rough.  Frequent  snow  showers,  with 

severe  blizzards  on  7th  and  19th,  and  heavy  fall  on  20th.  Deep 
drifting,  and  continuous  frost  for  nearly  half  the  month.  Strong 
winds  reaching  gale  force  on  3rd. 

March :  Continuing  very  cold,  with  strong  North  East  winds, 

and  sub-average  temperatures.  A  few  bright  days,  but  total 
sunshine  only  57%  of  average.  Some  heavy  showers,  making  rainfall 
161%  of  average. 

April:  Mainly  cold  with  strong  winds.  Long  sunny  spells 

brought  total  sunshine  up  to  118%  of  average.  Mainly  very  dry, 
but  heavy  showers  in  last  week;  rainfall  78%  of  average. 

May :  Exceptionally  wet,  with  total  rainfall  more  than  twice 

average.  Some  severe  thunderstorms.  Good  sunny  spells,  but 
total  sunshine  21  hours  below  average.  Mean  temperatures  near 
average,  with  steep  rise  to  70  degrees  on  13th. 
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June:  Variable:  some  sunny  spells,  with  total  sunshine  106% 

of  average,  but  mean  temperatures  sub-average.  Long  dry  period 
at  mid-month,  but  some  heavy  showers  later,  with  thunderstorm  on 
16th  brought  rainfall  up  to  average. 

July:  Severe  thunderstorm  with  North  West  gale  and  very 

heavy  rain  on  6th/7th,  followed  by  frequent  showers.  Dry  and 
sunny  from  11th  to  27th,  then  still  heavier  rain  on  28th,  bringing 
total  rainfall  up  to  more  than  twice  average.  Sunshine  87%. 

August :  Very  sunny  and  warm  at  first,  then  exceptionally 

heavy  rainstorms,  with  frequent  thunder.  Dull  and  very  cool  in 
last  week.  Total  rainfall  5.52  inches  (29C%  of  average). 

September :  Dull  and  cool  at  times,  but  very  warm  and  sunny 

at  mid-month.  Exceptionally  dry;  light  rain  on  only  7  days, 
with  total  rainfall  only  0.17%  of  average.  Sunshine  90%. 

October :  Exceptionally  dry,  with  only  0.13%  of  average 

rainfall.  Very  warm  at  times-  with  temperatures  in  70' s.  Good 
sunny  spells. 

November :  Cold  and  rough.  Gale  force  winds,  thunderstorms 

and  snow  showers.  Some  very  heavy  rainstorms  brought  rainfall  up 
to  174%  of  average.  Average  sunshine. 

December :  Mainly  cold  and  rough,  with  a  mild  spell  around 

Christmas.  Light  snow  showers.  Very  dull  with  only  32%  of 
average  sunshine.  Frequent  showers,  heavy  at  times,  with  total 
rainfall  112%  of  average.
